The power duo Stan Ellis and Jean West recently 
helped the Old Hammondtown elementary orchestra 
earn its fifth straight gold medal at the Massachusetts 
Instrumental and Choral Conductors Association 
competition. The award entitled the orchestra to perform 
at Boston Symphony Hall last month, where parents 
and friends arrived en masse to support the 24 young 
superstars. 

The experience of playing at Symphony Hall "was 
pretty cool, but kind of nerve wracking,'' admitted sixth 
grader Daniel Feely, who plays the viola. 'T was nervous 
being in front of people on a famous stage, but I liked it," 
he said. 

For the Symphony Hall performance, Rebecca 
Feely - Daniel's mom - invited the whole extended 
family "It was really fantastic," she said. "There were tons 
of people there. It was quite an honor for Mattapoisett and 
Old Hammondtown." 

The synergy between the two teachers is integral 
to their record of success, Mr. Ellis said. "Both [Ms. West] 
and I have handled the duties of orchestra conductors

and teachers, [Ms. West] teaching the strings and myself 
teaching winds and percussion. I believe that is [the] true 
formula to our success," he said. 

The involvement of both teachers is the main 
reason why Old Hammondtown' s group is the only true 
elementary orchestra in Massachusetts. "The children 
have had the experience of seeing two very different 
conducting styles and learning the classics, jazz and more 
traditional music that would be found in the concert 
band," said Mr. Ellis. "I believe that this been a unique 
and wonderful learning experience for both of us and all 
the children." 

However, Old Hammontown's music program 
soon will change as both Ms. West and Mr. Ellis are 
retiring at the end of the year. Due to the financial realities 
of next year's school budget, the orchestra program will 
cease; thus, next year the school only will offer concert 
band. 

Despite the bittersweet ending, the teachers leave 
a strong legacy to their students, present and past. For 
instance, Mr. Feely plans to continue playing the viola, 
possibly as a member of the New Bedford Symphony 
Youth Orchestra. "I've learned a lot from orchestra," he 
said of his three years in the program. 
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Nonprofit Heals With Hooves

When Eric Souza first mounted Copper - an 
older, mocha-colored horse nicknamed ''Jersey Boy'' - he 
felt apprehension. During his 30-minute ride, he held 
on tightly to someone's hand for the entirety of the trip. 
Years later, on a warm spring day, Mr. Souza is confident 
and beaming. Now hands-free, he sings in pure delight on 
Copper as a group of volunteers and friends accompany 
him on a walk to the beach. 

Mr. Souza is one of eight special-needs adults 
who visit a small working farm in Mattapoisett weekly 
for fresh air, therapeutic horseback riding, outdoor games 
and sometimes a little fetch with the farm's adorable Jack 
Russell terrier, Jasper. On this particular day, four adults 
take turns on Copper while enjoying the environs of the 
idyllic farm. 

If Mattapoisett nonprofit group Helping Hands 
and Hooves demonstrates anything, it is that nature heals. 
"It is so magical for them," explains Debbi Dyson, who 
heads up the organization. "It gives me chills seeing them; 
they are so confident [on the horse]," she said. 

Ms. Dyson founded Helping Hands and Hooves 
with horse instructor Julie Craig six years ago after 
she witnessed the transformative effects of therapeutic 
horseback riding on her brother, who is autistic. She said 
he naturally took to riding a horse, and after some time 
he went off medicine and experienced a positive change 
in his flexibility. Years later, he is still an avid rider who 
visits weekly. "When I ask him when he is coming next, 
he'll say two days, three hours and 16 minutes," she 
laughed, saying that riding is one of his week's highlights. 

When establishing the organization, Ms. Dyson 
wanted to help individuals who normally could not 
afford riding lessons. As such, she works with S.A.I.L. - 
Supporting Adults for Independent Living - to identify 
special needs adults who could benefit from the program. 
The majority of the adults today live in the city, thus the 
weekly trip to the farm represents one of their only breaks 
from urban living. 

Participant Mike Wyneck - who is deaf and blind 
- enjoys a turn on Copper. "It is not just for the ride,"

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said Ms. Dyson, adding that Mr. Wyneck also enjoys 
just smelling the horses and tasting the bounty from the 
farm's garden. When Nate Mendes takes his turn, it looks 
like he is flying. He spreads his arms like wings and brims 
with delight as he rides Copper in circles in a fenced-in 
area. In the meantime, Cheryl Destefano, who insists on 
riding last, is tricked by Jasper into playing fetch as she 
chats with volunteers. 

The weekly trip to the farm is so prized by 
participants that an anonymous donor helped fund an 
indoor arena to allow indoor riding on rainy days. Small 
grants from United Way also resulted in a ramp for easy 
access to the stable, and the construction of the fence on 
the outdoor field.

Selectmen & Finance Board Review Warrant 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

A meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
was called to order on Monday, May 3 at 7:00 pm by 
Chairman Naida Parker. Also present were Selectmen 
Bradford Morse and Richard Nunes, Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera, Administrative Assistant Veronica 
Lafreniere and the town finance committee. 

As the first order of business, the board 
unanimously approved the April 12 minutes. The board 
then formally approved a permit for the August 14 
Rochester Road Race, all new appointments to town 
boards and committees, and various flammable fluid 
permits. 

In the town administrator's report, Mr. LaCamera 
discussed recent complaints that resident Mike Murphy's 
salvage business is running a 24/7 operation not allowed 
under his special permit. Mr. LaCamera said that Mr. 
Murphy has failed to contact the building inspector 
as recommended, thus he wants him to meet with the 
selectmen on May 24 to present his case. 

Mr. LaCamera then reported the need for 
clarification regarding the regional health district 
arrangement the town shares with Marion. Specifically, he 
said there is some confusion as to who is responsible for 
overall insurance and liability. Currently, Town Council

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Blair Bailey is reviewing the matter and will put together 
a summary of options to get the issues resolved. For now, 
"it is still up in the air/' he said. 

The town administrator also discussed two bids 
for trash removal services that Rochester would share 
with Mattapoisett. He said ABC disposal offered the best 
alternative and would save Rochester $23,000 per year 
over the current contract. The board of health voted to use 
ABC disposal last week, Mr. LaCamera said. 

The Rochester Memorial School building project 
is "on schedule" and workers are in the process of 
putting in a septic system, adding a parking lot, removing 
trees and other site work, the town administrator said. 
He also mentioned a meeting with Covanta where 
they discussed the Clean Air Act and new regulations 
regarding energy efficiency in facilities. He said he is 
waiting for an approval of a permit from the Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP) for use of a system 
that would squeeze water out of fat oils and greases used 
in a restaurant. The system would allow oils to be burned 
for energy and the water would be reused. "This is a good 
project for everyone, including the environment," he said. 
Mr. LaCamera said a follow-up meeting is scheduled to 
find out the status of the proposal. 

In Correspondence, the board discussed 
an array of items, including Buzzards Bay National 
Estuary Program mini-grants, DEP recycling grants 
and information sessions, and the $340,027 SEMASS 
payment in lieu of taxes for March. Also, Chairman 
Parker mentioned a letter from Susan Adams expressing 
her concern about the removal of trees on Route 105, an 
established "scenic road." Mr. LaCamera said NSTAR 
access to Route 105 is required for safety reasons and that 
the company is aware of Route 105's designation as a 
scenic road. 

Other items in correspondence include a possible 
candidate to fill a vacant planning board position. The 
board voted to send Bendrix Bailey's letter of interest to 
the planning committee. In addition, Ms. Parker reported 
the receipt of a letter from Superintendent Doug White 
requesting their participation in a May 11 informational 
meeting on school regionalization.

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In new business, Mr. Nunes reported on a recent 
Plymouth County Advisory meeting, during which it was 
proposed to cease funding municipal courthouses. 

The Rochester Finance Committee then arrived 
to review the town budget and Town Meeting warrant 
articles. 

Mr. LaCamera then offered a look at fiscal year 
(FY) 2011's budget, which is estimated at $15,396,181.79, 
a 2.01 percent increase from FYIO levels. The major 
increases in the FYll budget include health insurance, 
Plymouth County retirement, out-of-district Special 
Education, Bristol Aggie Tuitions, and the Old Rochester 
Regional School District. Conversely, the notable 
decreases include the reduction of the town planner to 
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a part-time position, the highway department, forestry, 
police department, waste collection disposal. Old Colony 
Regional School due to decreased population, and 
Rochester Memorial School. 

The town administrator stressed that the FYll 
budget is particularly tight due to a significant reduction 
in new growth and cuts in state aid and reimbursements. 
"There is no way to increase local receipts, except for 
one item: the RMS school project," Mr. LaCamera said, 
adding, "I understand some people aren't happy with 
what we've proposed, but we really don't have a choice." 

The finance board and selectmen then reviewed 
each warrant article for their formal recommendations. 

Both boards unanimously recommended the 
passage of the first three articles pertaining to the annual 
report of town officers and committees, elected officials 
salaries, and a personnel by-law amendment for non- 
union employees. Chairman Parker then reviewed each 
line item for the Rochester FYll operating budget. During 
this process. School Board Committee Chairperson 
Sharon Hartley requested that the report reflect recent 
budget numbers due to changes in state aid and that the 
budget delineates Bristol Aggie tuitions from the regular 
school budget. Mr. LaCamera agreed to the requests. 
Shortly thereafter, the boards put their stamp of approval 
on the town operating budget. 

Two petitions - Article 10 and Article 11 - also 
were discussed. Colman Lalli requested to table his 
petition regarding private landing strips in response to 
Planning Board recommendations. Tom Skrutski said he 
would proceed with his petition to abolish the Rochester 
Historic District Commission and the Historic District. 

The boards then unanimously approved their 
support for articles pertaining to natural resource 
expenses, departmental revolving funds authorization, 
the establishment of a post-employment benefits liability 
trust fund, and chapter 90 funds appropriation. 

Two articles on the Rochester Memorial School 
Conservation Land and the Carr Family Bogs Land 
Preservation Project also gained approval from the two 
boards. It was stressed that the second article will cost 
the town nothing; the proposal is merely required to

The final article calling for the establishment of 
a Water Supply System and Water Department received 
approval from everyone but Mr. Morse, who called the 
article "premature.'' 

Shortly thereafter, the board voted to adjourn at 
8:25 pm. 

Mattapoisett Neck Sewer Project

On Wednesday, April 28, 2010, at 6:00 pm, 
many Mattapoisett residents gathered at the Center 
School to hear a presentation on the Mattapoisett Neck 
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Sewer Extension given by the Board of Water and Sewer 
Commissioners. The proposed plan will have a series of 
warrant articles for the upcoming town meeting, and has 
been a controversial subject among Neck dwellers. 

A PowerPoint presentation was given by Ron 
Michalski, the consulting engineer of Tighe and Bond, 
which featured information from the sewer project 
website, www.mattnecksewer.webs.com, presented some 
technical aspects to the sewer project, and was kept brief, 
so there would be ample time to address questions from 
the audience. 

According to Mr. Michalski, Mattapoisett has "a 
relatively young sewer system,'' which began in 1970. In 
1976 Mattapoisett purchased 250,000 gallons of sewage 
capacity from Fairhaven. The sewer extension progress 
since 1996 shows many different, successful projects, the 
latest is the Mattapoisett Neck project, which has been in 
place since 2000 and will affect 206 homes /lots. 

The Mattapoisett Neck Project will total 
$6,600,000 to complete. The Neck area costs will include 
a betterment estimate of $32,000 per house, which can be 
paid either in a single lump sum, or by annual payment 
with interest over a period of up to twenty years. A 
private property connection estimate is approximately 
$3,000.00 per house, but will depend on how close the 
property is to the road. An annual sewer use fee will be 
$360.00 per house. 

These past three years, the Board has conducted 
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Gift Certificates Available 
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a survey to assess the needs of the residents. In 2008, 256 
cards were mailed, 201 were returned, with 66 percent in 
favor, 34 percent against. In 2009, 77 percent cards were 
in favor, 23 percent were against, and in 2010, the latest 
survey shows that 194 homes were visited, with 138 
favorable responses (71 percent), twelve open lots were 
reviewed (lots which are developable according to the 
Board of Assessors) with a total number of homes / open 
lots being 206. 

The website, as well as the handout and the 
PowerPoint showed the exact roads which will be 
included in this project. Mr. Michalski stated that, "it 
is my understanding that the town meeting warrant 
stipulates the exact roads included.'' 
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The $6,600,000.00 cost will include construction 
work on public and private property, the installation of 
grinder pumps on select private properties, engineering, 
legal/ administrative/ easements, with $200,000.00 for 
additional Opt-in homes /lots. 

The Board then answered a number of questions 
and comments about the project. The first comment was 
from an individual who was personally not in need of a 
new sewer system, but who realized it is an effort for the 
entire community. "The longer we go, the more expensive 
it will get. I only hope people on fixed incomes or with 
disabilities are able to do this.'' 

Another question asked if some homes could 
choose to "opt-out?'' The simple answer is no, if the home 
is within the affected area, it cannot choose to opt-out of 
the project. Another resident asked if costs increase, is it 
possible for the required betterment to increase as well? 
The answer stated that, "once bids are received, that's the 
total project cost. A 5 percent contingency will be in place 
to cover miscellaneous items, and that should cover it 
all." When prompted to answer in "yes or no" form, Mr. 
Michalski said hesitantly "yes, but it hasn't happened and 
Fve been involved in all of them (in Mattapoisett) since 
1976!" 

More information can be found on the website, 
and the Board seems receptive to answering any other 
question that residents may have. The meeting was 
adjourned at 7:54 pm. 
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Two Oyster Aquaculture Permits Approved 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Stephen 
Gushing at 7:00 pm on May 4, 2010 in the Marion 
Town House Conference Room. Also in attendance 
were Selectmen Roger Blanchette and Jonathan Henry, 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Helene Graver. 

The Board approved the minutes of the April 20 
meeting. 

In their first appointment, the Board continued 
the hearing of Greenport Consulting, applicants for 
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an oyster aquaculture permit in the area of Job's Cove. 
Greenport Consulting includes Ben and Chris Bryant, 
Marion natives. 

Residents and homeowners of the Job's Cove 
area were again present to voice their concerns in regards 
to the application for a half-acre oyster farm, which had 
been slightly adjusted in location since a previous public 
hearing, to address previous navigating concerns for 
sailors and other recreational boaters. 

"In my opinion, I don't see any impediment of 
navigation into this channel," said Harbormaster Michael 
Cormier, who visited the proposed site with Shellfish 
Officer Isaac Perry and town resident George Moffat to 
evaluate the issue of rocks and navigation. "In reality, the 
corner of this grant would actually mark their way. . . I 
think [aquaculture] is a good thing for the town. It's good 
for the environment," continued Mr. Cormier, who said 
that he would require reflective tape on the aquaculture 
buoys for nighttime visibility. 

Mr. Perry also addressed concerns in regards to 
quahog fishing. Some of the abutters were concerned 
that they would no longer be able to harvest quahogs in 
the area if the aquaculture license were approved, but 
Mr. Perry said that they would only restricted from the 
delineated half-acre site - all abutting waters would be 
open to quahogging. 

Recreational sailors in the audience were still 
concerned with the issue of navigation. Marion resident 
Kathy Burke asked about liability in the event a sailboat 
operator should lose control and damage the oyster farm 
equipment. To this concern. Chairman Gushing said it 
would be no different than the liability of one sailboat 
hitting another sailboat, and Mr. Dawson confirmed that 
it would be considered a "civil matter". 

"It wouldn't be prudent to sail in a rocky area," 
Selectman Blanchette noted, but Ms. Burke said that some 
sailors cannot always control their berth in the wind. 

Bob Puffer, a resident of Arrowhead Lane, said 
that the association in possession of a nearby pier were 
concerned with liability and insurance in the event of 
a bad storm. The association owns a pier that abuts the 
proposed location and they feared that if a bad storm or

Rocha 
proudly replied, "Bridgewater Credit 
Union." 
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hurricane destroys the pier, it would destroy the oyster 
farm with it, making the association liable for damages. 
Mr. Cormier said that a reasonable measure would be for 
the oyster farm operators to simply remove the bags prior 
to a predicted storm, since oysters can live on land for 
up to two weeks. Ben Bryant agreed with Mr. Cormier's 
solution. 

Mr. Moffat asked the Board to follow 
Mattapoisett's lead in regards to aquaculture; 
Mattapoisett recently decided to place a moratorium 
on aquaculture hearings until they could draft a list of 
regulations in regards to the application procedure. The 
Marion Board of Selectmen was not receptive to a long list 
of regulations, like the ones implemented in Duxbury and 
Wellfleet, MA, since there are not that many locations in 
Marion for aquaculture farms to exist. 

Walter Hartley, a Rochester resident and Marion 
property owner, supported the application and said, ''we 
need to support people who want to go out and make a 
living and farm..." He supported the applicant, whom he 
said was just "playing by the rules." 

Michael Moore, a Marion resident and current 
abutter to an aquaculture farm owned by Scott Cowell 
in the area of Ram Island, dispelled some of the fears 
surrounding the oyster farm proposal. "It really has been 
zero impact [for me]," Mr. Moore said. "It's obviously 
marked and easy to get around." Mr. Moore pointed 
out that "99 percent of water resources are used for 
recreation" and that the community should "share the 
road" with people looking to use the water for other uses. 

After closing the public hearing, the Board voted 
to proceed with the application by giving it preliminary 
approval. The application will then be reviewed by the 
state and the Army Corps of Engineers, before being 
given final approval by the Board again at a later date. 
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The application includes a plan to expand the half-acre 
location to a full acre after one year of operation, but 
before expanding, the applicants will have to conduct 
another public hearing with the Board. 

In a second public hearing, the Board met with 
Catherine Brodeur, a Rochester resident also seeking 
an oyster aquaculture license, this time in the area of 
Ram Island, near Scott CowelFs current operation. Ms. 
Brodeur also presented a half-acre proposal to the Board, 
with plans to later expand with a second location in the 
area of Planting Island. The fairly remote areas produced 
only one abutter in the audience, Michael Moore, who 
was largely in favor of the application, but wanted to 
make sure that the endangered diamond-back Terrapin

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turtles would not be affected by the operation. After some 
research, Mr. Moore determined that the hard mesh bags 
used with oyster farming would likely present no threat 
to the endangered turtle, but he still asked the town to be 
"cognizant'' of the turtle issue. 

The Board quickly approved Ms. Brodeur's 
license application, which will also undergo the same 
subsequent approval requirements from the state as the 
Greenport Consulting oyster farm will undergo. 

In a final appointment, the Board met with 
Marion resident Sharon Matzek. Ms. Matzek was one of 
the three applicants for the current opening on the Marion 
Affordable Housing Trust. The other two applicants - 
Eunice Manduca and Nick Grace - interviewed with the 
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Board at a previous meeting. 

Ms. Matzek said that she didn't know the 
''particulars'' in regards to the state's 40B affordable 
housing law, but that her assets included being able 
to community organize, work with non-profits, and 
understands town concerns to maintain its character in 
the face of development realities. 

The Board thanked Ms. Matzek for her interview 
and said that they would decide on an appointee at the 
June 4 Board meeting.

No School Choice for Mattapoisett in 2010/2011 

Mattapoisett School Committee

A public hearing of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee vv^as called to order by Chairperson Grace 
Knox at 7:06 pm on Monday, May 3, 2010. Committee 
members in attendance included Gerald Johnson, Virginia 
Beams, Charles Motta, Joyce Lavoie; also in attendance 
were Superintendent Douglas R. White Jr, Director 
of Student Services Teresa Hamm, School Business 
Administrator Kathleen Isernio and Principals Matthew 
D' Andrea and Rosemary Bowman. 

The meeting opened with two public hearings. 
The first hearing was on school choice, a program that 
allows families from other communities to "tuition-in'' 
their children to Mattapoisett schools. Superintendent 
White explained that a decision to participate or 
withdraw from school choice needs to be made by the 
Committee by June 1. Mr. White continued with, "the 
budget is tight this year, and it would be difficult to add 
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staff. I don't believe we're in [that] position at this time/' 
Since school choice increases student population, there 
needs to be adequate staff to keep student/ teacher ratios 
satisfactory. The rest of the Committee agreed with Mr. 
White, and they voted later in the meeting, once the 
regular session opened, not to participate this year. 

The second hearing, on Internet safety, basically 
shows that the school's computers are being properly 
blocked from inappropriate material. Mr. White explained 
that the school uses something called a "Joebox" from the 
Merrimack Education Center, which blocks all harmful 
sites. 

The regular meeting was then called to order. 
Chairperson Knox gave the Chairperson's Report, which 
addressed a number of articles on the warrant. These 
included the school budget, as well as article 24, which 
establishes a facilities management committee, which 
would be a seven member, volunteer panel. 

The Superintendent's Report followed, which 
Mr. White began with the date for the second round of 
Massachusetts' Race to the Top education initiative - May

Attendance Policy Tightened for ORR District 

Policy Subcommittee Meeting 
By Anne O'Brien-Kakley 
In an April 29 meeting, the Old Rochester 
Regional District Policy subcommittee tackled the 
attendance policy and finalized the student pregnancy 
policy. 

The attendance policy was presented in three 
versions: one for the elementary schools, one for the 
junior high school, and one for the high school. The 
language in the three policies was kept consistent to 
maintain a familiar policy for students who progress from 
level to level. 

Among other points, all of the policies state: 

• "Following the seventh day of non-consecutive 
or undocumented absence, the principal shall send a 
letter to the student's parents indicating the importance 
of school attendance and fulfillment of instructional 
requirements." 

• "Some excess absenteeism occurs because 
families take vacations during school time. This is 
strongly discouraged by school authorities. Teachers are 
not expected to provide assignments prior to vacation 
taken during school time. After students return, they 
should be aware of missed assignments, making them up 
as soon as possible. Missed assignments are factored into 
students' grades." 

In all of the policies, students are not allowed to 
participate in extracurricular activities on absent days; 
at the elementary level, where children are not allowed 
to return to school until a fever is gone for 24 hours, 
this rule may be enforced at the discretion of the school 
administration, especially when children are involved in 
an anticipated drama production. 

Excused absences include: bereavement, 
hospitalization, school-sponsored trips, representation of 
the school in school-related activities, a court document 
or legal commitment, obligatory religious holidays 
and illness substantiated by a note. 10 tardies or early 
dismissals will equal one unexcused absence. 

These attendance policies are aimed at improving 
student performance while improving the overall AYP

(adequate yearly progress) scores of the schools' MCAS 
score. To avoid being at risk of a ''needs improvement" 
assessment, schools must strive for 96 percent aggregate 
attendance among the whole student population. The 
Sippican School and the junior high school currently come 
in at 95 percent, whereas the other schools in the district - 
Rochester Memorial School, the Mattapoisett elementary 
schools and the high school - are meeting their AYP 
requirements. There is still enough time left in the school 
year for the Sippican School and the junior high to meet 
their required 96 percent, if students are diligent about 
attendance.

In the chairperson's report, Ms. McCarthy 
announced that a meeting on Tri-Town regionalization 
of schools is scheduled for May 11 at 6:30 pm in the Old 
Rochester Regional High School library Representatives 
from the Massachusetts Association of Regional Schools 
will provide an overview of the positives and negatives of 
regionalization. 

Superintendent White's report briefly mentioned 
an upcoming Race To the Top webinar to occur in the 
next few weeks.

Continuing his report, Mr. White said that the 
Massachusetts School Building Authority would visit 
all district schools in two-hour increments to interview 
maintenance service personnel and school principals. 
The building authority will provide a report ''in a timely 
manner" to the district documenting their findings and 
recommendations to improve school building upkeep. 

In the principal's report, Ms. Rivet said that the 
school posted the latest effort honor roll. Also, some 
students recently completed the first batch of MCAS tests. 
"Teachers were impressed with the time and care students 
put into the test," she said. 

The next issue of greater importance is 
attendance levels at the school. She said the current level 
of attendance - 95.6 percent - is just at the cusp of state 
requirements. She reported that this year, 33 percent of the

student population missed eight or more days of schooL 
Failure to meet certain attendance rates has "serious 
implications'' - namely that the school could be put into 
the MCAS "Needs Improvement" category, Ms. Rivet 
said. To combat the issue of absenteeism, she said that the 
school is sending out letters to families when students hit 
eight absences and before holiday breaks, when absences 
commonly occur. 

On a brighter note, Ms. Rivet summarized 
school happenings, including medals won by the school 
chorus and band and a GiftToGive drive coordinated 
by the student council. Also, she said that April 30 was

In the Vietnamese story ''Big Liar," students 
learned about a terrible man named "Big Liar," whom Mr. 
Kikuchi-Yngojo described as "a hopeless sociopathic liar" 
who's only foil is his contradictory wife. Through a series 
of bad decisions and deceiving behavior, "Big Liar" winds 
up on the moon and can still be seen there to this day. 

In an Indian cautionary tale called "Double 
Trouble," a man named Mr. Samir always complains 
about his lack of blessings. He never has enough, despite 
the fact that to an outsider, he has plenty. "He never took 
the blessings of his life into account," said Mr. Kikuchi- 
Yngojo. One morning, while eating his pancake, he prays 
to the gods to double his fortune, and they grant his wish. 
Mr. Samir 's bite of pancake and gulps of water continue 
to double and multiply, choking him. The lessons of the 
story transcend time and culture: "be careful what you 
wish for" and "count your blessings." 

The creators of this traveling "Asia Fantasia" 
show, Mr. Kikuchi-Yngojo and co-director Nancy 
Wang refer to the storytelling style as "kinetic story 
theater," since the stories include constant movement 
and involvement from the audience. Mr. Kikuchi and 
Ms. Wang, both artists, started Eth-Noh-Tec in 1982 
as a celebration of Asian culture and tradition.

A Scarey Thought

A Nightmare on Elm Street. Starring Jackie Earle 
Haley and Rooney Mara. Directed by Samuel Bayer. 
Running time: 97 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Is it just me, or are movie teenagers a lot more 
boring than the ones in '80s movies? John Hughes would 
be at sea today: there's no equivalent to Molly Ringwald, 
Anthony Michael Hall, or Judd Nelson. Even in the 
slasher flicks of two decades ago, you had actors like 
Kevin Bacon, Johnny Depp, Holly Hunter and Tom Hanks 
making early pre-stardom appearances. Who do we have 
now? Rooney Mara? Kyle Gallner? Kellan Lutz? If any 
of these young actors — who blandly populate the new 
Nightmare on Elm Street — go on to do great work and 
win Oscars, I promise to apologize. Somehow, though... 

This is the latest attempt by Michael Bay's 
schlock-horror shingle Platinum Dunes to rewrite 
iconic slashers for a new generation, following terrible 
remakes/"reboots" of Texas Chainsaw Massacre, The 
Hitcher, Friday the 13th and The Amity ville Horror. Of 
all the '80s boogeymen, the putty-faced Freddy Krueger, 
who kills teenagers in their dreams, would seem the most 
blasphemous to recast. Robert Englund made Freddy his 
own, lending him a jocular menace that became endearing 
(and, through repetition, unthreatening). The new Freddy 
is Jackie Earle Haley, who certainly nails the viciousness 
and also the warped humanity of Freddy's pre-demonic 
self. But there's only so much he can do. 

A Nightmare on Elm Street photocopies much 
of Wes Craven's original 1984 classic, but makes 
senseless changes that destroy the story's night-terror 
integrity. In Craven's film, Freddy is motivated by rage 
at the teenagers' parents, who burned him to death after 
discovering he was killing children down in the boiler 



room of the school. Here, the teenagers themselves are 
involved in a too-neat way that adds nothing. A flashback 
to Freddy fleeing the mob of furious parents leads us to 
suspect that he was actually innocent, falsely accused. 
But, in what strongly stinks of hasty rewrites, that 
intriguing angle is thrown away. 

So what we're left with is a zombie-like walk 
through the familiar scenes, with entirely too much 
time spent with dull teenagers trying to stay awake 
(I could relate). And the key valid reason to remake 
Nightmare — the CGI effects that could lead to great 
surreal dreamscapes and mind-melting transformations 
and deaths — has, for no reason I can explain, been 
completely ignored here. Wes Craven, on a budget 
of $1 .8 million, peppered his film with weird, freaky 
effects — Freddy stretching his arms across an alley; 
Freddy sticking his tongue through a telephone; Freddy 
pursuing a victim in the deep background of a shot and 
then turning up right in front of her. Wanna know how 
much of that appears in the remake? None. And nothing 
fresh or fun takes their place. Freddy has been given more 
realistic bum make-up, and his backstory has been made 
uglier, and for what? Like all the other Platinum Dunes 
rehashes, this Nightmare is more unpleasant than scary, 
more squalid than entertaining. What else, at this point, 
will these crapmeisters remake? If new versions of, say. 
Humungous or He Knows You're Alone are announced for 
2011 , we'll know they're scraping bottom.
